The modifed Be iamy contact does not 
include an insulating layer 15, therefore the current transfer from the high resistive material 13 to the low resistive material 1 1 s faster or 
in other words "GOOD ELECTRICAL CONDUCTION". The present claimed invention does not over come the rejection of Bellamy in
